PARLIAMENT  OF  CANADA. 

Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons, 

RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BjLLS. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  dis¬ 
tinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  Lie  application,  published  by 
advertisement  as  follows,  viz  :  In  The  Canada  Gazette ,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  terri¬ 
tory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  dis¬ 
trict  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces 
of  Quebec  and  Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (nil)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Appli¬ 
cation  for  Private  Bills,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertions  of  such 
uotice  sha.il  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a  toll  br’dge  the 
notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed  rates  of  toll,  the  nature  t  f  the  stiuc- 
ture,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  piinted. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full,  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  these  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 
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Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  distri  t  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  tvailw’ay  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future: 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  Bouse 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only 
be  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  Hmse  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  consider¬ 
ation  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

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A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill,  in  addition  to  the  fee 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said  com¬ 
pany  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance.

Extracts  from  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons, 

RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BiLLS. 


All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a  notice  over  the  signature 
and  address  of  the  applicants,  or  of  tlieir  solicitors,  clearly  and  dis- 
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tinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published  by 
apvertisement  as  follows,  viz. :  In  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  county,  district,  union  of  counties  or  terri¬ 
tory,  affected  by  the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  county,  dis¬ 
trict  or  territory  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.  In  the  Provinces 
of  Quebec  and"  Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “Appli¬ 
cation  for  Private  Bdls,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertions  of  such 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts  incorporating  railway 
companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by 
the  House,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets, 
and  when  revised  by  the  proper  officers,  shall  be  so  piinted. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended  shall  be  reprinted 
in  full,  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper  places  and  between 
brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance  with  the«e  rules 
shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and 
printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  notice  of 
application. 

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  -way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 


Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future : 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only 
be  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on  Private  Bills,  in  the 
event  of  promoters  not  being  ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when 
the  same  have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for  consider¬ 
ation  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure  shall  be  reported  back  to  the 
House  forthwith,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  w7ith  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petit’on  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be; 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

8.  To  allow  the  use  of  areas  or  openings  under  the  sidewalks  and  to 
charge  therefor  and  make  regulations  concerning  the  same. 

9.  To  give  the  city  power  to  collect  water  rates  in  arrears  in  the 
same  manner  as  city  taxes. 

10.  To  repeal  clause  1  of  Ordinance  26  of  1899  forbidding  canvass¬ 
ing  for  certain  oflicts.

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All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  tlie  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories'  'Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

A  certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any  proposed  line  of 
railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorised  work  of  a  similar 
character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the, district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the  amount  of  capital 
proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee 
at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a  copy  of  the  new  Rule 
49  sent  to  those  persons  giving  notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their 
intention  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a  Private  Bill,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be  strictly  adhered  to 
for  the  future: 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received  by  the  House 
within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only 
be  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  t  he  session,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which  any  Private  Bill  may  be 
referred  to  consider  and  report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient 
speed.

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

Extracts  from  the  Rules  of  the  House  relating  to  Private  Bills, 

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

Extracts  from  the  Rules  of  the  House  relating  to  Private  Bills 

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  iirst  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  :  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy^  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  clays  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or,  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,

j  A  qualifying  examination  will  be  held  within  this  period  in  each 
pvince,  or  at  centres  which  can  be  easily  reached.  This  examination  is 
ot  competitive,  but  is  intended  to  give  assurance  that  all  candidates  are 
illy  qualified  to  enter  on  a  course  of  study  at  Oxford  University. 

It  will  therefore  be  based  on  the  requirements  for  Responsions— the 
rst  public  examination  exacted  by  the  university  from  each  candidate 
>r  a  degree. 

The  Rhodes  scholars  will  be  selected  from  candidates  who  have  success- 
i illy  passed  this  preliminary  examination.  One  scholar  will  be  chosen 
Or  each  province  to  which  scholarships  are  assigned.

Virgil :  (1)  the  Bucolics,  with  Books  1-3  of  the  Aeneid  ;  or  (2)  the 
Georgies;  or  (3)  the  Aenid,  Books  1-5,  or  2-6. 

Papers  covering  this  range  of  study  will  be  prepared  by  the  examiners 
appointed  by  the  Trustees,  and  will  be  sent  to  each  centre,  where,  at  a 
date  publicly  announced,  the  examination  will  be  held  under  proper 
supervision,  and  the  papers  returned  to  the  examiners. 

A  list  of  those  who  have  successfully  passed  this  test  will  as  soon  as 
possible  be  furnished  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  of  selection  in 
each  province,  or  to  the  university  making  the  appointment,  and  from 
this  list  the  committee  or  university  will  proceed  to  elect  the  Scholars. 

The  committees  and  the  universities  making  appointments  will  be, 
furnished  with  a  statement  of  the  qualifications  which  Mr.  Rhodes 
desired  in  the  holders  of  his  scholarships,  and  they  will  be  asked  in  exer-j 
cising  their  right  of  selection  to  comply  as  nearly  as  circumstances  will 
permit  with  the  spirit  of  the  testator’s  wishes. 

They  will  also  be  asked  to  furnish  to  the  Trustees  as  full  a  statement 
as  possible  of  the  school  and  college  career  of  each  selected  scholar,  with 
the  special  grounds  of  his  appointment,  together  with  suggestions,  if 
desired,  as  to  the  course  of  study  for  which  he  is  best  fitted. 

It  has  been  decided  that  all  scholars  shall  have  reached  at  least  the  end! 
of  their  Sophomore  or  second  year  work  at  some  recognised  degree-1 
granting  university  or  college  of  Canada.  Scholars  must  be  unmarried, 
must  be  British  citizens,  and  must  be  between  nineteen  and  twenty-fivef 
years  of  age. 

Candidates  may  elect  whether  they  will  apply  for  the  scholarship  of 


the  province  in  which  they  have  acquired  the  above  mentioned  educa¬ 
tional  qualification,  or  for  that  of  the  province  in  which  they  have  their 
ordinary  private  domicile,  home  or  residence.  They  must  be  prepared 
!to  present  themselves  for  examination  in  the  province  they  select.  No 
icandidate  may  compete  in  more  than  one  province. 

Candidates  for  scholarships  should,  during  the  month  of  January, 
1904,  notify  the  chairman  of  the  committee  of  selection  in  the  province 
for  which  they  apply,  or  the  head  of  the  university  appointing  to  the 
scholarship,  of  their  intention  to  present  themselves  for  examination. 
The  decision  of  the  committee  of  selection  or  of  the  university  making 
jappointment  shall  be  final  as  regards  eligibility. 

In  the  case  of  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  it 
has  been  determined  that  nominations  to  the  scholarships  shall  be  made 
by  the  chartered  universities  and  colleges  of  these  provinces  in  a  fixed 
rotation  based  upon  the  number  of  students  in  attendance.

New  Brunswick  :  1904,  by  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  ;  1905, 
by  Mount  Alison  University.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OP  THE  HOUSE  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 


All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 


Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
jbe  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

i  A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
(IClerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 
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All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,

rules  relating  to  notices  for  private  bills. 

All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills,  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette; 
such  Notice  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects  of 
the  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same;  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated  in  the  Notice  and  if  the  works  of  any  company 
(incorporated,  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  the 
general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifically  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Notice;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such

3.  For  an  extension  of  the  powers  of  a  company  (when  not  involving 
the  granting  of  any  exclusive  rights) ;  or  for  the  increase  or  reduction  o  I 
the  capital  stock  of  any  company  ;  or  for  increasing  or  altering  it  J 
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bonding,  or  other  borrowing  powers,  or  for  any  amendment  which  would 
in  any  way  affect  the  rights  or  interests  of  the  shareholders  or  bond¬ 
holders  or  creditors  of  the  company  : — In  the  place  where  the  head 
office  of  the  company  is  situated. 

All  such  Notices,  whether  inserted  in  the  Canada  Gazette  or  in  a 
newspaper,  shall  be  published. at  least  once  a  week,  for  a  period  of  five 
consecutive  weeks  ;  and  when  published  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
[Manitoba,  shall  be  in  both  the  English  and  French  languages;  and 
marked  copies  of  each  issue  of  all  newspapers  containing  such  Notice 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons, 
endorsed  ‘Private  Bill  Notice”;  or  a  statutory  declaration  as  to  due 
publication  may  be  sent  in  lieu  thereof. 


Rules  relating  to  Petitions  and  Private  Bills. 

IAny  person  seeking  to  obtain  a  Private  Bill  shall,  at  least  eight  days 
before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  a  copy  of  such  Bill  in  the  English  or 
.'French  language,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to-  pay  for  translating  and 
printing  the  same.  The  applicant  shall  also,  after  the  second  reading, 
and  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  by  any  Committee,  pay  the 
(Clerk  of  the  Senate,  or  the  Accountant  of  (he  House  of  Commons- (as 
the  case  may  be)  a  fee  of  $200,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Act  in  the  Statutes.  The  fee  of  $200  is  paid  only  in  the 
[House  in  which  a  Bill  originates  ;  but  charges  for  reprinting  and  trans¬ 
lation  are  paid  in  the  House  in  which  such  charges  are  incurred. 

No  petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is  received  by  the  Senate  or  by  the 
House  of  Commons  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  Private  Bill  may  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  to  the  House  of 
Commons  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  Petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  company,  or  of 
|a  canal  company^,  or  for  an  extension  of  the  line  of  any  existing  or 
authorised  railway  or  canal,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Standing  Orders 
Committees,  until  there  has  been  filed  with  the  Committee  a  map  or 
1  jplan,  showing  the  proposed  location  of  the  works,  and  each  county  or 
district  through  which  the  proposed  railway  or  canal,  or  any  branch  or 
[extension  thereof,  is  to  be  constructed.

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to 
incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bill ; — Bills  not  framed  in  accordance 
with  this  Rule,  shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters,  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense,  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  Clauses. 

51a.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorporation  of,  or  in  amendment  of 
Acts  incorporating  Railway  Companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance 
with  the  Model  Bill,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.

Any  sections  of  existing  Acts  which  are  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper 
places  and  between  brackets  ; 

(c.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed  to  insert  in  any 
Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  Notice  of  Application  for  the  same. 

516.  JNo  Bill  for  the  incorporation  of  a  Railway  Company,  or  for 
changing  the  route  of  the  railway  of  any  company  already  incorporated, 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Railway  Committee  until  there  has  been  filed

such  map  or  plan  shall  be  signed  by  the  Engineer  or  other  person  making 
the  same  ; 

(6.),An  exhibit  showing  the  total  amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be 
raised  for  the  purposes  of  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  whether  by  ordinary  shares,  bonds, 
debentures,  or  other  securities,  and  the  amount  of  each,  respectively.

taport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
iceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
[lerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
[  ssembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
>ecifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
pplicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
pwspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
r  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
msideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
jiall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
jssembly. 

j  Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Jssembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
Jpplicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  in  addition  to  the  fee 
yvable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
fun  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said 
ftmpany  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance.

All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills,  of  any  nature  whats 
ever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazett 
such  Notice  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects 
the  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applican 
with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same ;  and  when  the  applit 
tion  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  compa 
shall  be  stated  in  the  Notice  and  if  the  works  of  any  compa] 
(incorporated,  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to-  be  declared  to  be  for  t 
general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifically  me 
tioned  in  the  Notice;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  su 
Notice  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  municipali 
which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  su 
works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  wor 
are,  or  may  be  located  ;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  r*  quireme 
by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration.

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French  language,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and 
printing  the  same.  The  applicant  shall  also,  after  the  second  reading, 
and  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  by  any  Committee,  pay  the 
Clerk  of  the  Senate,  or  the  Accountant  of  the  House  of  Commons  (as 
the  case  may  be)  a  fee  of  $200,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of 
printing,  the  Act  in  the  Statutes.  The  fee  of  $200  is  paid  only  in  the 
House  in  which  a  Bill  originates  ;  but  charges  for  reprinting  and  trans¬ 
lation  are  paid  in  the  House  in  which  such  charges  are  incurred. 

No  petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is  received  by  the  Senate  or  by  the 
House  of  Commons  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  Private  Bill  may  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  to  the  House  of 
Commons  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  Petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  company,  or  of

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorporation  of,  or  in  amendment  o 
Acts  incorporating  Railway  Companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordanc 
with  the  Model  Bill,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  o 
the  House. 

(a.)  The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  wit 
the  Model  Bill,  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets,  and  when  revised  b; 
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the  proper  officer  shall  be  so  printed,  and  Bills  which  are  not  in  accordance 
with  this  Rule  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before 
being  revised  and  printed  ; 

( b .)  Any  sections  of  existing  Acts  which  are  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper 
places  and  between  brackets  ;

i  All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
'Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
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in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  in  addition  to  the  fee 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said 
company  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance.

PROCLAMATION. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

Ottawa,  11th  February,  1904. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  has  received  a  telegran 
from  the  Right  Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
drawing  attention  to  His  Majesty’s  Proclamation  of  neutrality  on  th( 
occasion  of  the  war  between  Japan  and  Russia.  The  text  of  the  procla 
mation  has  not  yet  come  to  hand.  In  the  meantime  His  Excellency  th< 
Governor  General  hereby  charges  and  commands  all  subjects  of  Hi: 
Majesty  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to  observe  strict  neutrality  ir 
and  during  the  aforesaid  war,  and  to  abstain  from  violating  or  contra 
vening  either  the  laws  and  statutes  of  the  Realm  in  that  behalf,  or  th 
law  of  Nations  in  relation  thereto.  Attention  is  also  directed  to  tli 
requirements  of  the  Foreign  Enlistment  Act  and  the  rules  based  thereor 
All  British  subjects  are  warned  against  any  transgression  of  the  same. 

The  following  rules  are  hereby  declared  to  be  in  force  forthwith: 

Rule  A. — No  ships  of  war  of  either  belligerent  may  use  British  water 
as  places  of  resort  for  warlike  purposes  or  equipment,  or  may  leav 


British  waters  until  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  a  ship  of  either 
belligerent  whether  a  ship  of  war  or  a  merchant  ship. 

Rule  B. — Every  such  ship  of  war  shall  be  required  to  put  to  sea  within 
[(twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  entrance  unless  in  the  event  of  stress 
pf  weather  or  necessity  for  repairs  or  provisions,  in  which  case  it 
must  leave  as  soon  as  possible,  and  certainly  within  twenty-four  (24) 
(hours  of  completion  of  repairs. 

Rule  B  is  subject  to  Rule  A  and  time  may  be  extended  accordingly. 
iNo  supplies  to  be  allowed  beyond  provisions  and  subsistence  for  crew 
necessary  for  immediate  use,  nor  coal  beyond  what  can  take  the  ship  to 
ithe  nearest  port  of  its  own  country.  No  ship  can  coal  in  any  British 
port  twice  within  three  months.  No  prizes  can  be  brought  into  British 
waters.

Relating  to  Private  Bills. 


RULES  RELATING  TO  NOTICES  FOR  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills,  of  any  nature  whatso 
ever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette 
such  Notice  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects  o 
the  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,1 
with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same ;  and  when  the  applies 
tion  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  com  pan, 
shall  be  stated  in  the  Notice  and  if  the  works  of  any  compan; 
(incorporated,  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  th 
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general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifically  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Notice;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such 
Notice  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  municipality 
I  which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such 
j  works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  works 
are,  or  may  be  located;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requirement 
I  by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration. 

In  addition  to  the  Notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette  aforesaid,  a  similar 
Notice  shall  also  be  published  in  some  leading  newspaper,  as  follows:  —

A  Loan  Company ;  or  an  Industrial  Company  without  any  exclusive 
powers : — In  the  Canada  Gazette  only. 

j  B.  When  the  application  is  for  the  purpose  of  amending  an  existing 
Act : 

1.  For  an  extension  of  any  line  of  railway,  or  of  any  canal,  or  for  the 
construction  of  branches  thereto  : — In  the  principal  city,  town  or  village 
in  each  county  or  district  through  which  such  extension  or  branch  is  to 
pe  constructed. 

j  2.  For  an  extension  of  the  time  for  the  construction  or  completion  of 
any  line  of  railway,  or  of  any  canal,  or  of  any  telegraph  or  telephone 
line,  or  of  any  other  works  already  authorised  : — In  the  place  where  the 
pead  office  of  the  company  is,  or  is  authorised  to  be. 

3.  For  an  extension  of  the  powers  of  a  company  (when  not  involving 
the  granting  of  any  exclusive  rights) ;  or  for  the  increase  or  reduction  of 
the  capital  stock  of  any  company  ;  or  for  increasing  or  altering  its 
bonding,  or  other  borrowing  powers,  or  for  any  amendment  which  would 
in  any  way  affect  the  rights  or  interests  of  the  shareholders  or  bond¬ 
holders  or  creditors  of  the  company  : — In  the  place  where  the  head 
office  of  the  company  is  situated. 

!  All  such  Notices,  whether  inserted  in  the  Canada  Gazette  or  in  a 
Jaewspaper,  shall  be  published  at  least  once  a  week,  for  a  period  of  five 
ponsecutive  weeks  ;  and  when  published  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
'Manitoba,  shall  be  in  both  the  English  and  French  languages ;  and 
\\marked  copies  of  each  issue  of  all  newspapers  containing  such  Notice 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons, 
indorsed  "Private  Bill  Notice”;  or  a  statutory  declaration  as  to  due 
publication  rnaj’’  be  sent  in  lieu  thereof. 


Rules  relating  to  Petitions  and  Private  Bills. 

Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  a  Private  Bill  shall,  at  least  eight  days 
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before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  a  copy  of  such  Bill  in  the  English  or 
French  language,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and 
printing  the  same.  The  applicant  shall  also,  after  the  second  reading, 
and  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  by  any  Committee,  pay  the 
Clerk  of  the  Senate,  or  the  Accountant  of  the  House  of  Commons  (as 
the  case  may  be)  a  fee  of  $200,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Act  in  the  Statutes.  The  fee  of  $200  is  paid  only  in  the 
House  in  which  a  Bill  originates;  but  charges  for  reprinting  and  trans¬ 
lation  are  paid  in  the  House  in  which  such  charges  are  incurred. 

No  petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is  received  by  the  Senate  or  by  the 
House  of  Commons  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  Private  Bill  may  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  to  the  House  of 
Commons  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  Petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  company,  or  of 
a  canal  company,  or  for  an  extension  of  the  line  of  any  existing  or 
authorised  railway  or  canal,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Standing  Orders 
Committees,  until  there  has  been  filed  with  the  Committee  a  map  or 
plan,  showing  the  proposed  location  of  the  works,  and  each  county  or 
district  through  which  the  proposed  railway  or  canal,  or  any  branch  or 
extension  thereof,  is  to  be  constructed.

(a.)  The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with 
the  Model  Bill,  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by 
the  proper  officer  shall  be  so  printed,  and  Bills  which  are  not  in  accordance 
with  this  Rule  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast  before 
being  revised  and  printed  ; 
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(b.)  Any  sections  of  existing  Acts  which  are  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper 
places  and  between  brackets  ; 

1  (c.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed  to  insert  in  any 

Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  Notice  of  Application  for  the  same.

i  All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour- 
ibly  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
ifter  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
_>e  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
’eport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
•eceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

i  A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Ulerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days -before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and,  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
n  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
'or  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and. 
consideration  of  thi  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies,  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 


Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  in  addition  to  the  fee 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said 
company  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance.

Referring  to  the  Notices  already  issued  by  the  undersigned  respecting 
the  neutrality  to  be  observed  by  His  Majesty’s  subjects  during  the 
existing  war  between  Russia  and  Japan,  the  text  of  the  King’s  procla¬ 
mation  of  neutrality  together  with  a  letter  from  the  Most  Honourable 
the  Marquess  of  Lansdowne  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty, 
embodying  the  rules  for  the  due  observance  of  such  neutrality,  are  here¬ 
with  published  for  general  information.

Downing  Street,  February  12,  1904. 

Sir, — With  reference  to  my  telegram  communicating  to  you  the  Rules 
for  the  observance  of  the  duties  of  Neutrality  to  be  in  force  during  the 
existing  state  of  War  between  Russia  and  Japan,  I  have  the  honour  to 
transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Foreign  Office,  embodying 
those  Rules,  together  with  copies  of  His  Majesty’s  Proclamation  of 
Neutrality. 

I  have  to  request  that  you  will  cause  both  documents  to  be  immediately 
published  throughout  the  Colony  under  your  Government,  referring  to 
the  Proclamation  or  Notifications  you  may  have  already  issued  on  receipt 
of  my  telegraphic  instructions  on  the  subject,  and  that  you  will  not  fail 
to  conform  to  His  Majesty’s  commands.

A  PROCLAMATION. 


EDWARD ,  R.  &  I. 

Whereas  We  are  happily  at  Peace  witli  all  Sovereigns,  Powers,  and 
States : 

And  whereas  a  State  of  War  unhappily  exists  between  His  Majesty  The 
Emperor  of  All  The  Russias,  and  His  Majesty  The  Emperor  of  Japan, 
and  between  their  respective  Subjects,  and  others  inhabiting  within  their 
|  Countries,  Territories,  or  Dominions  : 

i  And  whereas  We  are  on  Terms  of  Friendship  and  Amicable  intercourse 
|  with  each  of  these  Powers,  and  with  their  several  Subjects,  and  others 
j inhabiting  within  their  Countries,  Territories,  or  Dominions: 

And  whereas  great  Numbers  of  Our  Loyal  Subjects  reside  and  carry 
on  Commerce,  and  possess .  Property  and  Establishments,  and  enjoy 
J  various  Rights  and  Privileges,  within  the  Dominions  of  each  of  the 
aforesaid  Powers,  protected  by  the  Faith  of  Treaties  between  Us  and 
each  of  the  aforesaid  Powers: 

And  whereas  We,  being  desirous  of  preserving  to  Our  Subjects  the 
Blessings  of  Peace,  which  they  now  happily  enjoy,  are  firmly  purposed 
and  determined  to  maintain  a  strict  and  impartial  Neutrality  in  the  said 
•State  of  War  unhappily  existing  between  the  aforesaid  Powers: 

We,  therefore,  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy 
■Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation  : 

And  We  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all  Our  loving 
Subjects  to  govern  themselves  accordingly,  and  to  observe  a  strict 
J  Neutrality  in  and  during  the  aforesaid  War,  and  to  abstain  from  violat- 

Iing  or  contravening  either  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  Realm  in  this 
behalf,  or  the  Law  of  Nations  in  relation  thereto,  as  they  will  answer  to 
the  contrary  at  their  Peril  : 

And  whereas  in  and  by  certain  Statute  made  and  passed  in  a  Session 
of  Parliament  holden  in  the  33rd  and  34th  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  late 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  intituled  “*\n  Act  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Subjects  during  -  the  existence  of  hostilities  between  Foreign 
States  with  which  Her  Majesty  is  at  Peace,”  it  is,  among  other  things, 

1  declared  and  enacted  as  follows  : — 

“  This  Act  shall  extend  to  all  the  Dominions  of  Her  Majesty,  including 
the  adjacent  territorial  waters  : — ” 

Illegal  Enlistment. 

"  If  any  person  without  the  licence  of  Her  Majesty,  being  a  British 
ubject,  within  or  without  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  accepts  or  agrees  to 
accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of 
any  Foreign  State  at  war  with  any  Foreign  State  at  peace  with  Her 
Majesty,  and  in  this  Act  leferred  to  as  a  friendly  State,  or  whether  a 
British  subject  or  not,  within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  induces  any  other 
person  to  accept  or  agree  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the 
Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  such  Foreign  State  as  aforesaid, — 

:  He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be 
punishable  by  Fine  and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish¬ 
ments,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  Offender  is 
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convicted ;  and  Imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or 
without  Hard  Labour.. 

“  If  any  person  without  the  Licence  of  Her  Majesty,  being  a  British 
Subject,  quits  or  goes  on  board  any  Ship  with  a  view  of  quiting  Her 
Majesty’s  Dominions,  with  intent  to  accept  any  Commission  or  Engage¬ 
ment  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  War  with 
a  friendly  State,  or,  whether  a  British  Subject  or  not,  within  Her 
Majesty’s  Dominions,  induces  any  other  person  to  quit  or  to  go  on  board 
any  Ship  with  a  view  of  quiting  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  with  the  like 
intent, — 

“He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be 
punishable  by  Fine  and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish¬ 
ments,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  Offender  is 
convicted  ;  and  Imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or 
without  Hard  Labour. 

“  If  any  Person  induces  any  other  Person  to  quit  Her  Majesty’s 
Dominions  or  to  embark  on  any  Ship  within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions 
under  a  Misrepresentation  or  false  Representation  of  the  Service  in  which 
such  Person  is  to  be  engaged,  with  the  intent  or  in  order  that  such  Person 
may  accept  or  agree  to  accept  any  Commission  or  Engagement  in  the 
Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  War  with  a  friendly 
State, — 

“  He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall  be 
punishable  by  Fine  and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  Punish¬ 
ments,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  Offender  is 
convicted ;  and  Imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  with  or  without 
Hard  Labour. 

“  If  the  Master  or  Owner  of  any  Ship,  without  the  Licence  of  Her 
Majesty,  knowingly  either  takes  on  board,  or  engages  to  take  on  board, 
or  has  on  board  such  Ship  within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  any  of  the 
following  Persons,  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  illegally  enlisted  Persons, 
that  is  to  say  : — 

“(1.)  Any  person  who,  being  a  British  subject  within  or  without  the 
Dominions  of  Her  Majesty,  has,  without  the  licence  of  Her  Majesty, 
accepted  or  agreed  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  war  with  any 
friendly  State : 

“(2.)  Any  person,  being  a  British  subject,  who,  without  the  licence  of 
Her  Majesty,  is  about  to  quit  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  with  intent 
to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the  military  or  naval 
service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  war  with  a  friendly  State : 

“(3.)  Any  person  who  has  been  induced  to  embark  under  a  misrepre¬ 
sentation  or  false  representation  of  the  service  in  which  such  person 
is  to  be  engaged,  with  the  intent  or  in  order  that  such  person  may 
accept  or  agree  to  accept  any  commission  or  engagement  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  war  with  a 
friendly  State  t 

“  Such  master  or  owner  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
and  the  following  consequences  shall  ensue,  that  is  to  say, — 

“(1.)  The  Offender  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine  and  Imprisonment,  or 
or  either  of  such  punishments  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before 
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which  the  Offender  is  convicted ;  and  Imprisonment,  if  awarded, 
may  be  either  with  or  without  Hard  Labour ;  and 
“(2.)

any  Ship  which  at  the  time  of  her  being  within  the  Dominions  of  Hal 
Majesty  was  a  Ship  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreigi 
State  at  War  with  any  friendly  State, —  I 

“  Such  Person  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this  Act,  and  shall 
be  punishable  by  Fine  and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  Punisli 
ments,  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  Offender  I 
convicted  ;  and  Imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  I 
without  Hard  Labour.

And  We  do  hereby  further  warn  and  admonish  all  Our  loving  Subjects, 
nd  all  Persons  whatsoever  entitled  to  Our  Protection,  to  observe  towards, 
kch  of  the  aforesaid  Powers,  their  Subjects,  and  Territories,  and  towards 
11  Belligerents  whatsoever  with  whom  We  are  at  Peace,  the  Duties  of 
Teutrality ;  and  to  respect,  in  all  and  each  of  them,  the  Exercise  of 
elligerent  Rights. 

And  We  hereby  further  warn  all  Our  loving  Subjects,  and  all  Persons 
hatsoever  entitled  to  Our  Protection,  that  if  any  of  them  shall  presume, 
i  contempt  of  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  and  of  Our  high  Dis- 
leasure,  to  do  any  Acts  in  derogation  of  their  Duty  as  Subjects  of  a 
(eutral  Power  in  a  War  between  other  Powers,  or  in  violation  or  con 
avention  of  the  Law  of  Nations  in  that  Behalf,  as  more  especially  by 
reaking,  or  endeavouring  to  break,  any  Blockade  lawfully  and  actually 
itablished  by  or  on  behalf  of  either  of  the  said  Powers,  or  by  carrying

displeasure  by  such  Misconduct.

His  Majesty  being  fully  determined  to  observe  the  duties  of  neutrality 
uring  the  existing  state  of  war  between  Russia  and  Japan  .  being. 
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moreover,  resolved  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  use  of  His  Majesty’s 
harbours,  ports  and  coasts,  and  the  waters  within  His  Majesty’s  terri¬ 
torial  jurisdiction,  in  aid  of  the  warlike  purposes  of  either  belligerent, 
has  commanded  me  to  communicate  to  your  Lordships,  for  your  guidance, 
the  following  Rules,  which  are  to  be  treated  and  enforced  as  His 
Majesty’s  orders  and  directions  : — 

Rule  1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  present  state  of  war,  all  ships 
of  war  of  either  belligerent  are  prohibited  from  making  use  of  any  port 
or  roadstead  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  the  Channel 
Islands,  or  in  any  of  His  Majesty’s  colonies  or  foreign  possessions  or 
dependencies,  or  of  any  waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
the  British  Crown,  as  a  station  or  place  of  resort  for  any  warlike  purpose 
or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  any  facilities  for  warlike  equipment ;  and 
no  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall  hereafter  be  permitted  to  leave 
any  such  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  from  which  any  vessel  of  the  other 
belligerent  (whether  the  same  shall  be  a  ship  of  war  or  a  merchant  ship) 
shall  have  previously  departed  until  after  the  expiration  of  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  departure  of  such  last-mentioned  vessel 
beyond  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  His  Majesty. 

Rule  2.  If  there  is  now  in  any  such  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  subject 
to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  British  Crown  any  ship  of  war  of 
either  belligerent,  such  ship  of  war  shall  leave  such,  port,  roadstead  or 
waters  within  such  time  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  as  shall  be 
reasonable,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  and  the  conditions  of 
such  ship  as  to  repairs,  provisions,  or  things  necessary  for  the  subsistence 
of  her  crew ;  and  if  after  the  date  hereof  any  ship  of  war  of  either  belli¬ 
gerent  shall  enter  any  such  port,  roadstead,  or  waters,  subject  to  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  British  Crown,  such  ship  shall  depart  and 
put  to  sea  within  twenty-four  hours  after  her  entrance  into  any  such 
port,  roadstead,  or  waters,  except  in  case  of  stress  of  weather,  or  of  her 
requiring  provisions  or  things  necessary  for  the  subsistence  of  her  crew 
or  repairs :  in  either  of  which  cases  the  authorities  of  the  port,  or  of  the 
nearest  port  (as  the  case  may  be),  shall  require  her  to  put  to  sea  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  expiration  of  such  period  of  twenty-four  hours, 
without  permitting  her  to  take  in  supplies  beyond  what  may  be  necessary 
for  her  immediate  use;  and  no  such  vessel  which  may  have  been  allowed 
to  remain  within  British  waters  for  the  purpose  of  repair  shall  continue 
in  any  such  port,  roadstead,  or  waters,  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty- 
four  hours  after  her  necessary  repairs  shall  have  been  completed. 
Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  all  cases  in  which  there  shall  be  any 
vessels  (whether  ships  of  war  or  merchant  ships)  of  both  the  said  belli¬ 
gerent  parties  in  the  same  port,  roadstead,  or  waters,  within  the  terri¬ 
torial  jurisdiction  of  His  Majesty,  there  shall  be  an  interval  of  not  less 
than  twenty-four  hours  between  the  departure  therefrom  of  any  such 
vessel  (whether  a  ship  of  war  or  merchant  ship)  of  the  one  belligerent 
and  the  subsequent  departure  therefrom  of  any  ship  of  war  of  the  other 
belligerent;  and  the  time  hereby  limited  for  the  departure  of  such  ships 
of  war  respectively  shall  always,  in  case  of  necessity,  be  extended  so  far 
as  may  be  requisite  for  giving  effect  to  this  proviso,  but  no  further  or 
otherwise. 


Rule  3.  No  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall  hereafter  be  per¬ 
mitted,  while  in  any  such  port,  roadstead  or  waters  subject  to  the

i  Rule  4.  Armed  ships  of  either  belligerent  are  interdicted  from  carrying 
i  rizes  made  by  them  into  the  ports,  harbours,  roadsteads,  or  waters  of 
i  \e  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Channel  Islands,  or  any  of  His 
!  majesty’s  Colonies  or  possessions  abroad. 

I  The  Governor  or  other  chief  authority  of  each  of  His  Majesty’s  terri¬ 
fies  or  possessions  beyond  the  seas  shall  forthwith  notify  and  publish 
e  above  Rules.

iEGULATIONS  REGARDING  TRANSPORTATION  OF  CORPSES 
IN  THE  NORTH-WEST  TERRITORIES. 

Regina,  Tuesday,  March  1,  1904. 

i  Under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Health  Ordinance,  His  Honour  the 
ieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council, 
|  [is  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  following  regulations  respecting  the 
ansportation  of  corpses  in  the  North-West  Territories  : 

1 1.  The  transportation  or  shipment  of  bodies  of  persons  who  have 
;  led  of  smallpox,  cholera,  leprosy,  typhus,  yellow  fever,  diphtheria, 
jithrax  or  scarlet  fever,  is  absolutely  forbidden. 

2.  The  bodies  of  persons  who  have  died  of  diseases  other  than  those 
umerated  above  may  be  transported  and  shipped  under  the  following 
1  jgulations  : 

;  (a)  The  body  must  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  thoroughly  saturated  with 

a  strong  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury,  in  the  proportion  of 
one  ounce  of  bichloride  of  mercury  to  one  gallon  of  water,  and 
the  body  so  wrapped  must  be  enclosed  in  an  air  tight  zinc,  tin, 
copper  or  lead  lined  coffin,  or  in  an  air  tight  iron  casket 
hermetically  sealed,  and  all  enclosed  in  a  strong,  tight  wooden 
box  :  or  the  body  must  be  prepared  for  shipment  by  being 
wrapped  in  a  sheet  saturated  as  aforesaid  and  placed  in  a  strong 
coffin  or  casket  aud  said  coffin  or  casket  enclosed  in  a  hermeti¬ 
cally  sealed  (soldered)  zine,  copper  or  tin  case,  and  all  enclosed 
in  a  strong  outside  wooden  box  of  material  not  less  than  one 
and  a  half  inches  thick. 

;  ( b )  The  body  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by  a  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioner,  that  the  person  whose  body  it  is 
did  not  die  of  any  of  the  diseases  enumerated  in  clause  one  (1) 
of  these  regulations :  the  body  must  also  be  accompanied  by  a 
statutory  declaration,  made  by  the  undertaker  or  the  person 
who  has  prepared  the  body  for  shipment,  that  the  provisions  of 
the  subsection  (a)  of  this  clause  (clause  2)  have  been  complied 
with,  and  identifying  the  body  with  that  of  the  person  referred 
to  in  the  medical  certificate  accompanying. 

!>•  No  body  of  a  person  who  has  died  of  any  of  the  diseases  enumer- 
1  in  clause  1  of  these  regulations  shall  be  transported  or  shipped  into 
North-West  Territories. 
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4.  The  provisions  of  clauses  1  and  2  shall  apply  also  to  disinterred 
bodies. 

5.  No  coffin  or  box  containing  or  enclosing  any  corpse  or  disinterred 
body  prepared  for  transportation  or  shipment  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
opened  under  any  circumstances,  except  with  the  written  permission  and 
in  the  presence  of  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner. 

6.  The  provisions  of  clause  2  of  these  regulations  shall  not  apply  to 
cases  in  which  bodies  of  persons  who  have  not  been  dead  for  a  longer 
period  than  forty-eight  hours,  are  transported  or  shipped  from  the  place 
of  death  to  a  point  within  the  Territories,  not  more  than  twenty-four 
hours  travel  distant  by  rail  or  water  from  such  place  of  death,  for  the 
purpose  of  burial.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders.

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly

for  such  ships  to  be  re-measured  in  any  port  or  place  in  Her  Majesty’s 
dominions,  but  such  ships  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted 
in  their  certificates  of  registry  or  other  papers,  in  the  same  manner,  to  the 
same  extent,  and  for  the  same  purposes,  in,  to,  and  for  which  the  tonnage 
denoted  in  the  certificates  of  registry  of  British  ships  was  to  be  deemed 
the  tonnage  of  such  ships,  and  reciting  that  it  bad  been  made  to  appear 
ito  Her  late  Majesty  that  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage 
pf  merchant  ships  then  in  force  under  “The  Merchant  Shipping  Act, 
1854,”  had  been  adopted  bj^  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
Spain,  with  the  exception  of  a  difference  in  the  mode  in  certain  steamers 
)f  estimating  the  allowance  for  engine  room,  and  such  rules  were  then  in 
force  in  that  country,  having  come  into  operation  on  the  2nd  day  of 
December,  1874,  Her  Majesty  was  thereby  pleased,  by  and  with  the 
idvice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  direct  as  follows:- — 


1,  As  regards  sailing  ships,  that  merchant  sailing  ships  of  the  said 

Kingdom  of  Spain,  the  measurement  W’hereof  after  the  said  2nd 
day  of  December,  1874,  had  been  ascertained  and  denoted  in 
the  registers  and  other  national  papers  of  such  sailing  ships, 
testified  by  the  date  thereof,  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the 
tonnage  denoted  in  such  registers  and  other  national  papers  in 
the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the  same 
purpose,  in,  to,  and  for  which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the 
certificate  of  registry  of  British  sailing  ships  was  deemed  to  be 
the  tonnage  of  such  ships. 

2.  As  regards  steamships,  that  merchant  ships  belonging  to  the  said 

Kingdom  of  Spain  which  were  propelled  by  steam  or  any  other 
power  requiring  engine  room,  the  measurement  whereof  should, 
after  the  2nd  day  of  December,  1874,  have  been  ascertained 
and  denoted  in  the  registers  and  other  national  papers  of  such 
steam  ships,  testified  by  the  dates  thereof,  should  be  deemed  to 
be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  such  registers  or  other  national 
papers  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  and  for  the 
same  purpose,  in,  to,  and  for  which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the 
certificate  of  registry  of  British  ships  was  deemed  to  be  the 
tonnage  of  such  ships.

i  All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour- 
rbly  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders.

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No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  tbe  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
rfter  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
aeport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  th

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS 

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
rfter  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
aeport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  mpnths  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  anc 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  in  addition  to  the  fe< 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  sucl 
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sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said 
company  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance. 

N.B. — The  attention  of  the  general  public  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  House  has  ordered  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  rules  must  be 
strictly  complied  with.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
[Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
rfter  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
pe  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
leport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
eceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
plerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
pecifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
pplicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
lewspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS 

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
aeport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto,

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour- 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
aeport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the: 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly.

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the: 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 
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All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

request  that  the  same  may  be  published  in  the  official  gazette  of  the 
North-West  Territories.

THE  KING’S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Orderin  Council  dated  the5th  day  of  May,  1873,  after 
reciting  that  by  “The  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act  1862,” 
it  was  enacted  that  whenever  it  was  made  to  appear  to  Her  late  Majesty 
the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships  for  that 
the  time  being  in  force  under  the  principal  Act  had  been  adopted  by  the 
Government  of  any  foreign  country  and  were  in  force  in  that  country, 
it  should  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  by  Order  in  Council  to  direct  that 
the  ships  of  such  foreign  country  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the 
tonnage  denoted  in  their  certificates  of  registry  or  other  national  papers, 
and  thereupon  it  should  no  longer  be  necessary  for  such  ships  to  be 
remeasured  in  any  port  or  place  in  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  but  such 
ships  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  certificates 
of  registry  or  other  papers  in  the  same  manner,  to  the  same  extent  and 
for  the  same  purposes  in,  to  and  for  which  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the 
certificates  of  registry  of  British  ships  was  to  be  deemed  the  tonnage  of 
such  ships,  and  reciting  that  it  had  been  made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty 
that  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of  merchant  ships 
then  in  force  under  “  The  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,”  had  been 
adopted  by  the  President  of  the  French  Republic,  and  were  in  force  in 
the  French  Dominions  :  Her  Majesty  was  thereby  pleased,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  direct  that  the  ships  of  France,  the 
certificates  of  French  nationality,  and  registry  of  which  were  dated  on  or 
after  the  first  day  of  June,  1873,  should  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage 
denoted  in  the  said  certificates  of  French  nationality  and  registry  : 

And  whereas  The  Merchant  Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  1 862. 
yyas  repealed  by  “The  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,”  but  by  section  745 


of  the  latter  Act  it  is,  amongst  other  things  provided  that  any  Order  in 
Council  made  under  any  enactment  thereby  repealed  should  continue  in 
force  as  if  it  had  been  made  under  the  said  Act  of  1894. 

And  whereas  by  another  Order  in  Council  dated  the  29th  day  of  January, 
1904,  after  reciting  that  by  section  84  (3)  of  “  The  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  1894,”  it  was  enacted  that  if  it  was  made  to  appear  to  Her  late 
Majesty  that  the  tonnage  of  any  foreign  ship,  as  measured  by  the  rules 
of  the  country  to  which  she  belonged,  materially  differed  from  that 
which  would  be  her  tonnage  if  measured  under  that  Act,  Her  Majesty  in 
Council  might  order  that,  notwithstanding  any  Order  in  Council  for  the 
time  being  in  force,  any  of  the  ships  of  that  country  might  be  remeasured 
in  accordance  with  that  Act,  and  reciting  that  it  had  been  made  to 
appear  to  His  present  Majesty  that  the  tonnage  of  French  ships,  as 
measured  by  the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of 
merchant  ships  of  France,  materially  differed  from  that  which  would  be 
the  tonnage  of  such  ships  if  measured  under  “  The  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  1894,”  His  Majesty  in  Council  ordered  that  notwithstanding  the 
hereinbefore  recited  Order  in  Council  dated  the  5th  day  of  May,  1873, 
any  of  the  ships  of  France  might,  for  all  or  any  of  the  purposes  of  “  The 
Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,”  be  remeasured  in  accordance  with  the 
said  Act : 

And  whereas  by  section  738  of  the  same  Act  it  is  provided  that  where 
I  Her  late  Majesty  had  power  under  that  Act  to  make  an  Order  in 
j  Council  Her  Majesty  might  by  Order  in  Council  revoke,  alter  or  add  to 
( any  Order  so  made  :

I  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

1  All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
(Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
[after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
I  be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
^report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
[received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
,  Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
,  Assembly. 

1  All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
j specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
iin  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
pewspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
cor  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
'hall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

Under  the  provisions  of  The  Succession  Duty  Ordinance,  His  Honour 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  has  been  pleased  to  adopt  the  following  regulations  : 

1.  On  all  applications  for  Letters  Probate  or  Letters  of  Administration 
in  respect  to  estates,  the  aggregate  value  of  which  both  within  and 
without  the  Territories  does  not  exceed  $5,000,  the  applicant  or  applicants 
shall  make  and  file  with  the  Clerk  of:  the  Court  at  the  time  of  filing  the 
papers  required  by  the  practice  of  the  Supreme  Court  two  duplicate 
original  affidavits  stating  the  amount  of  the  said  aggregate  value  and 
furnishing  sufficient  particulars  thereof  to  identify  the  different  portions 
of  the  said  estate. 

2.  One  duplicate  original  of  the  said  affidavit  shall  be  at  once  forwarded 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  the  Attorney  General. 

3.  In  the  event  of  the  Attorney  General  being  dissatisfied  with  any 
affidavit  or  with  any  bond  given  to  secure  payment  of  succession  duty 

!  or  requiring  a  bond  to  be  given  where  no  bond  has  been  furnished,  such 
I  affidavit  or  bond  shall  be  furnished  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Attorney 
General. 

4.  In  cases  where  a  bond  is  required  to  be  given  such  bond  shall  be  in 
j  a  penal  sum  equal  to  10  per  cent,  of  the  sworn  value  of  the  property  of 

the  deceased  person  liable,  or  which  may  become  liable,  to  succession 
duty,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  applicant,  or  all  of  the  applicants  in 
i  case  there  are  more  than  one,  each  of  whom  shall  be  bound  in  the  whole 


!  amount  of  such  bond,  and,  it  not  given  by  a  guarantee  compan}7,  by  two 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  who  shall  each  justify 
in  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  for  which  he  is  to  be  liable,  and  the 
I  aggregate  in  which  the  two  sureties  shall  justify  shall  equal  the  amount 
’  of  the  penalty  of  the  bond  and  such  bond  shall  be  conditioned  for  the 
I  due  payment  to  His  Majesty  of  any  duty  to  which  the  property  coming 
ji  to  the  hands  of  the  said  applicant  or  applicants  may  be  found  liable. 

5.  The  bond  required  by  the  next  preceding  regulation  shall  be 
forthwith  forwarded  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  the  Attorney 
General. 

1  6.  In  cases  where  security  has  been  given  for  the  payment  of  succession 

duty,  notice  of  any  appointment  for  the  passing  of  the  accounts  of  the 
executor  or  administrator  shall  be  sent  by  registered  letter  at  least  one 
week  prior  to  the  time  of  such  appointment  to  the  Attorney  General  by 
the  executor  or  administrator  or  his  solicitor,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
accounts. 

!  7.  One  week’s  notice  of  valuation  and  appraisement  under  Section  8 

of  the  said  Ordinance  to  all  the  parties  interested  or  their  solicitors  or 
agents  shall  prima  facie  be  considered  sufficient  notice. 

8.  All  affidavits,  statements^  or  other  documents  which  are  required 
by  the  said  Ordinance  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer  shall 
be  forwarded  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Attorney  General  for  transmission 
;  to  the  Territorial  Treasurer.

Relating  to  Private  Bills. 


RULES  RELATING  TO  NOTICES  FOR  PRIVATE  BILLS. 


All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills,  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  -, 
such  Notice  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects  of 
the  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same ;  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated  in  the  Notice  and  if  the  works  of  any  company 
(incorporated  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  the 
general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifially  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  notice ;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copv  of  such 
Notice  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  municipality 
which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such 
works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  works 
are,  or  may  be  located  ;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requirement 
by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration. 

In  addition  to  the  Notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette  aforesaid,  a  similar

B.  When  the  application  is  for  the  purpose  of  amending  an  existing 
Act : 

1.  For  an  extension  of  any  line  of  railway,  or  of  any  canal,  or  for  the 
construction  of  branches  thereto  : — In  the  principal  city,  town  or  village 
in  each  county  or  district  through  which  such  extension  or  branch  is  to 
be  constructed. 

2.  For  an  extension  of  the  time  for  the  construction  or  completion  of| 
any  line  of  railway,  or  of  any  canal,  or  of  any  telegraph  or  telephone 
line,  or  of  any  other  works  already  authorised  : — In  the  place  where  th 
head  office  of  the  company  is,  or  is  authorised  to  be.

holders  or  creditors  of  the  company  : — In  the  place  where  the  head  office 
of  the  company  is  situated.

Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  a  Private  Bill  shall  at  least  eight  days 
before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  a  copy  of  such  Bill  in  the  English  or 
French  language,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and 
printing  the  same.  The  applicant  shall  also,  after  the  second  reading, 
and  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  by  any  Committee,  pay  the  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  or  the  Accountant  of  the  House  of  Commons  (as  the  case 
may  be)  a  fee  of  $200,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  printing 
the  Act  in  the  Statutes.  The  fee  of  $200  is  paid  only  in  the  House  in 
which  a  Bill  originates  ;  but  charges  for  reprinting  and  translation  are 
i paid  in  the  House  in  which  such  charges  are  incurred. 

No  petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is  received  by  the  Senate  or  by  the 
House  of  Commons  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  Session. 

<  No  Private  Bill  may  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  to  the  House  of 
iCommons  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Session. 

;  No  petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  company,  or  of 
la  canal  company,  or  for  extension  of  the  line  of  any  existing  or 
authorised  railway  or  canal,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Standing  Orders 
[Committees,  until  there  has  been  filed  with  the  Committee  a  map  or 
plan,  showing  the  proposed  location  of  the  works,  and  each  county  or 
district  through  which  the  proposed  railway  or  canal,  or  any  branch  or 
extension  thereof,  is  to  be  constructed.

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ADDITIONAL  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS  RESPECTING  PRIVATE 

BILLS. 

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to 
incorporate  by  reference  the  dames  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bill ; — Bills  not  framed  in  accordance 
with  this  Rule ,  shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters,  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense,  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  Glauses. 

51  a.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorporation  of,  or  in  amendment 
of  Acts  incorporating  Railway  Companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance 
with  the  Model  Bill,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(a.)  The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with 
the  Model  Bill,  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by 
the  proper  officer  shall  be  so  printed,  and  bills  which  are  not  in 
accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast 
before  being  revised  and  printed ; 

(6.)  Any  sections  of  existing  Acts  which  are  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper 
places  and  between  brackets. 

(c.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed  to  insert  in 
any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  Notice  of  Application  for  the 
same. 

516.  No  Bill  for  the  incorporation  of  a  Railway  Company,  or  for 
changing  the  route  of  the  railway  of  any  company  already  incorporated 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Railway  Committee  until  there  has  been  filed 
with  the  Committee,  at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the 
Bill  : — 

(a.)  A  Map  or  Plan  drawn  upon  a  scale  of  not  less  than  half  an  inch  to 
the  mile,  showing  the  location  upon  which  it  is  intended  to  construct  the 
proposed  work,  and  showing  also  the  lines  cf  existing  or  authorised 
works  of  a  similar  character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  district, 
or  any  part  thereof,  which  the  proposed  work  is  intended  to  serve,  and 
such  map  or  plan  shall  be  signed  by  the  Engineer  or  other  person  making 
the  same  : 

(6.)  An  exhibit  showing  the  total  amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be 
raised  for  the  purposes  of  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  whether  by  ordinary  shares,  bonds, 
debentures,  or  other  securities,  and  the  amount  of  each,  respectively.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
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after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  :  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  -Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
j  newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
j  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
i  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  in  addition  to  the  fee 
j  paj'able  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said 
company  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance.

ODDER  IN  COUNCIL. 


REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  OFFICIAL  AUDITORS. 

Regina,  Thursday,  November  21,  1902. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1901,  H 
Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  tl 
Executive  Council,  has  been  pleased  to  prescribe  the  followin 
regulations  for  the  examination,  checking,  auditing  and  reporting  upc 
accounts  by  official  auditors  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  sa 
Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1901. 

1.  All  books,  vouchers,  rolls,  agreements,  contracts  and  oth 
documents  relating  to  finances  or  necessary  for  the  complete  examinatic 
of  the  accounts  of  boards  of  school  trustees,  official  trustees,  villa; 
overseers,  local  improvement  district  overseers,  boards  of  trustees 
irrigation  districts,  or  other  accounts  required  by,  or  under  the  authori 
of  any  Ordinance  of  the  Territories  to  be  examined  by  an  official  audit 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  auditor  selected  for  the  purpose  by  and  ' 
the  charges  of  the  board  or  person  whose  duty  it  is  to  have  such  accoui 
so  examined,  and  who  shall  also  arrange  for  the  return  without  cost 
the  auditor,  of  all  books,  etc.,  submitted  after  the  completion  of  t 
examination. 


2.  Before  being  submitted  for  examination,  all  books  for  the  fiscal 
year  for  which  such  books  are  to  be  audited  should  be  properly  closed 
and  all  balances  correctly  shown. 

3.  An  auditor  must  carefully  ascertain  that  every  entry  in  the  books 
is  supported  by  proper  vouchers  (such  as  are  the  stubs  or  receipts  issued 
or  other  evidence  of  payments  made  to  the  person  required  to  account 
for  moneys  received  ;  or  correct,  true  and  approved  accounts  with 
evidence  of  their  having  been  paid,  such  as  would  be,  for  instance,  a 
properly  prepared  cheque,  duly  indorsed  and  marked  paid)  ;  and  where 
any  special  certificates  are  required  with  any  voucher  (such  as,  for 
instance,  the  certificate  of  the  chairman  of  a  board  of  school  trustees 

j  before  payment  of  any  account  against  the  district  required  by  Section 
i  96  of  The  School  Ordinance),  the  auditor  must  be  careful  to  see  that  all 
!  such  certificates  are  furnished  in  the  manner  required. 

4.  Where  special  provisions  as  to  books,  finances  or  audit  are  contained 

I  in  any  Ordinance  the  auditor  making  an  examination  under  such 
!  Ordinance  must  satisfy  himself  as  to  whether  the  requirements  of  the 
'  law  are  being  complied  with  or  not. 

5.  If  in  the  course  of  his  audit  of  any  accounts,  an  auditor  should 
ascertain  that  moneys  are  not  being  properly  safeguarded,  by  deposit  in 
a  bank  or  other  approved  place  of  trust  and  paid  out  by  cheque,  the 

!  auditor  should  make  special  note  of  the  fact  in  his  report  and  urge  the 
adoption  of  a  more  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  public  money. 

6.  The  auditor  must  examine  all  books  and  documents  submitted  to 
j  him  for  audit  and  take  official  cognisance  of  whatever  facts  relating  to 

the  accounts  under  examination  such  books  or  documents  may  purport 
to  contain. 

j  7.  Should  required  information  not  be  furnished  to  the  auditor  and 
j  not  be  produced  to  him  after  request  therefor,  the  auditor  will  make 
special  note  to  that  effect  in  his  report. 

8.  After  completion  of  his  audit  the  auditor  shall  prepare  (if  a  form 
is  prescribed  and  furnished  for  the  purpose,  then  upon  that  form)  such 
statements  of  receipts,  expenditures,  assets  and  liabilities  as  shall  seem 

!  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  properly  and  clearly  set  forth  the  facts 
:  ascertained  by  him  during  his  examination,  and  shall  also  report  upon 
the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  submitted  to  him  have  been  kept 
making  such  notes  and  suggestions  as  may  be  called  for  in  order  to  avoid 

I I  repetition  of  irregularities  discovered  or  continuation  of  unsatisfactory 
methods  in  evidence.  He  shall  furnish  one  copy  of  each  statement  and 

(  report  to  the  board  or  person  required  by  law  to  present  a  report  from 
an  official  auditor  and  shall  also  mail  another  copy  to  the  Department  at 
!  Regina  having  the  administration  of  the  Ordinance  under  which  the 
examination  was  made. 

9.  Where  an  auditor  sees  reason  to  question  the  legality  of  any 
expenditure,  either  on  the  grounds  of  lack  of  statutory  or  proper 

.executive  authority  for  such  expenditure,  he  shall  make  special  reference 
to  the  matter  in  his  report  stating  concisely  his  reasons  for  deeming  the 
said  expenditure  to  have  been  unauthorised. 

10.  An  official  auditor  shall  upon  the  completion  of  his  audit  be 
remunerated  for  his  services  as  follows,  the  said  amounts  being  paid  by 
the  board  or  person  requiring  his  services  ; 
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For  examinations  under  The  School  Ordinance — 

In  the  case  of  village  schools .  .  $  5.00 

In  the  case  of  rural  schools  .  3.00 

For  examinations  under  The  Village  Ordinance .  5.00 

For  examinations  under  The  Local  Improvement  Ordinance.  3.00 
For  examination  under  The  Irrigation  Districts  Ordinance.  .  10.00

PARLIAMENT  OF  CANADA. 

Extracts  from  Rules  of  The  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
Relating  to  Private  Bills. 


RULES  RELATING  TO  NOTICES  FOR  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills,  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  ; 
such  Notice  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects  of 
the  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same  ;  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated  in  the  Notice  and  if  the  works  of  any  company 
(incorporated  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  the 
general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifially  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  notice ;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such 
Notice  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  municipality 
which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such 
works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  works 
are,  or  may  be  located  ;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requirement 
by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration. 

In  addition  to  the  Notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette  aforesaid,  a  similar 
Notice  shall  also  be  published  in  some  leading  newspaper,  as  follows  : — 

A.  When  the  application  is  for  an  Act  to  incorporate  : 

1.  A  Railway  or  Canal  Company  ; — In  the  principal  city,  tpwn  or 
village  in  each  county  through  which  the  proposed  railway  or  canal  is  to 
be  constructed. 

2.  A  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Company  : — In  the  principal  city  or  town 
in  each  Province  or  Territory  in  which  the  company  proposes  to  operate. 

3.  A  company  for  the  construction  of  any  works  which  in  their 
construction  or  operation  might  specially  affect  a  particular  locality  ;  or 
for  obtaining  any  exclusive  rights  or  privileges ;  or  for  doing  any  matter 
or  thing  which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
others  : — in  the  particular  locality  or  localities  which  may  be  affected  by 
the  proposed  Act. 

4.  A  Banking  Company  ;  An  insurance  Company  ;  A  Trust  Company; 
A  Loan  Company  ;  or  an  Industrial  Company  without  any  exclusive 
power : — In  the  Canada  Gazette  only. 

B.  When  the  application  is  for  the  purpose  of  amending  an  existing 
Act  : 

1.  For  an  extension  of  any  line  of  railway,  or  of  any  canal,  or  for  the 
construction  of  branches  thereto  : — In  the  principal  city,  town  or  village 
in  each  county  or  district  through  which  such  extension  or  branch  is  to 
be  constructed. 

2.  For  an  extension  of  the  time  for  the  construction  or  completion  of 
any  line  of  railway,  or  of  any  canal,  or  of  any  telegraph  or  telephone 
line,  or  of  any  other  works  already  authorised  : — In  the  place  where  the 
head  office  of  the  company  is,  or  is  authorised  to  be. 

3.  For  an  extension  of  the  powers  of  a  company  (when  not  involving 
the  granting  of  any  exclusive  rights);  or  for  the  increase  or  reduction  of 
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the  capital  stock  of  any  company  ;  or  for  increasing  or  altering  its 
bonding,  or  other  borrowing  powers,  or  for  any  amendment  which  would 
in  any  way  affect  the  rights  or  interests  of  the  shareholders  or  bond¬ 
holders  or  creditors  of  the  company  : — In  the  place  where  the  head  office 
of  the  company  is  situated. 

All  such  notices,  whether  inserted  in  the  Canada  Gazette  or  in  a 
newspaper,  shall  be  published  at-  least  once  a  week,  for  a  period  of  five 
consecutive  weeks  ;  and  when  published  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba,  shall  be  in  both  the  English  and  French  languages  ;  and 
marked,  copies  of  each  issue  of  all  newspapers  containing  such  Notice 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons, 
endorsed  “  Private  Bill  Notice”;  or  a  statutory  declaration  as  to  due 
publication  may  be  sent  in  lieu  thereof. 


RULES  RELATING  TO  PETITIONS  AND  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  a  Private  Bill  shall  at  least  eight  days 
before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  a  copy  of  such  Bill  in  the  English  or 
French  language,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and 
printing  the  same.  The  applicant  shall  also,  after  the  second  reading, 
and  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  by  any  Committee,  pay  the  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  or  the  Accountant  of  the  House  of  Commons  (as  the  case 
may  be)  a  fee  of  $200,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  printing 
the  Act  in  the  Statutes.  The  fee  of  $200  is  paid  only  in  the  House  in 
which  a  Bill  originates  ;  but  charges  for  reprinting  and  translation  are 
paid  in  the  House  in  which  such  charges  are  incurred. 

No  petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is  received  by  the  Senate  or  by  the 
House  of  Commons  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  Session'. 

No  Private  Bill  may  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  to'  the  House  of 
Commons  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  company,  or  of 
a  canal  company,  or  for  extension  of  the  line  of  any  existing  or 
authorised  railway  or  canal,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Standing  Orders 
Committees,  until  there  has  been  filed,  with  the  Committee  a  map  oi 
plan,  showing  the  proposed  location  of  the  works,  and  each  county  oi 
district  through  which  the  proposed  railway  or  canal,  or  any  branch  oi 
extension  thereof,  is  to  be  constructed.

(a.)  The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with 
the  Model  Bill,  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by 
!  the  proper  officer  shall  be  so  printed,  and  bills  which  are  not  in 
accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast 
|  before  being  revised  and  printed  ; 

(6.)  Any  sections  of  existing  Acts  which  are  proposed  to  be  amended 
I  shall  be  reprinted  in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper 
i  places  and  between  brackets. 

(c.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed  to  insert  in 
any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  Notice  of  Application  for  the 
|  same. 

516.  No  Bill  for  the  incorporation  of  a  Railway  Company,  or  for 
changing  the  route  of  the  railway  of  any  company  already  incorporated

Relating  to  Private  Bills. 


RULES  RELATING  TO  NOTICES  FOR  PRIVATE  RILLS. 

All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills,  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  ; 

:  such  Notice  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects  of 
;  the  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same  ;  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
|  shall  be  stated  in  the  Notice  and  if  the  works  of  any  company 
!  (incorporated  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  the 
I  general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifially  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  notice ;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such 
Notice  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  municipality 
!  which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such 
works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  works 
are,  or  may  be  located  ;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requirement 
by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration.

Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  a  Private  Bill  shall  at  least  eight  days 
before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  in 
which  the  Bill  is  to  originate,  a  copy  of  such  Bill  in  the  English  or 
French  language,  with  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and 
printing  the  same.  The  applicant  shall  also,  after  the  second  reading, 
and  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  by  any  Committee,  pay  the  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  or  the  Accountant  of  the  House  of  Commons  (as  the  case 
may  be)  a  fee  of  $200,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  printing 
the  Act  in  the  Statutes.  The  fee  of  $200  is  paid  only  in  the  House  in 
wThich  a  Bill  originates  ;  but  charges  for  reprinting  and  translation  are 
paid  in  the  House  in  which  such  charges  are  incurred. 

No  petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is  received  by  the  Senate  or  by  the 
House  of  Commons  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  Private  Bill  may  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  to  the  House  of 
Commons  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Session. 

No  petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  company,  or  of 
a  canal  company,  or  for  extension  of  the  line  of  any  existing  or

Relating  to  Private  Bills. 


RULES  RELATING  TO  NOTICES  FOR  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

i  All  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills,  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette-, 
Rich  Notice  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects  of 
jhe  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
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with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same  ;  and  when  the  applica 
tion  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated  in  the  Notice  and  if  the  works  of  any  company 
(incorporated  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  th< 
general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifially  men 
tioned  in  the  notice ;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  sucl 
Notice  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  municipality 
which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  sucl 
works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  work 
are,  or  may  be  located  ;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requiremen 
by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration.

The  applicant  shall  also,  after  the  second  reading, 
and  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  by  any  Committee,  pay  the  Clerk 
of  the  Senate,  or  the  Accountant  of  the  House  of  Commons  (as  the  case 
may  be)  a  fee  of  $200,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  printing 
i  the  Act  in  the  Statutes  The  fee  of  $200  is  paid  only  in  the  House  in 
I  which  a  Bill  originates;  but  charges  for  reprinting  and  translation  are 
paid  in  the  House  in  which  such  charges  are  incurred. 

No  petition  for  a  Private  Bill  is  received  by  the  Senate  or  by  the 
j  House  of  Commons  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  Session. 

;  No  Private  Bill  may  be  presented  to  the  Senate  or  to  the  House  of 
Commons  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Session.

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to 
incorporate  by  reference  the  clautes  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bill  ; — Bills  not  framed  in  accordance 
with  this  Rule-,  shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters,  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense,  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  Glauses. 

51a.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorporation  of,  or  in  amendment 
if  Acts  incorporating  Railway  Companies,  shall  be  drawn  in  accordance 

ivvith  the  Model  Bill,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(a.)  The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with 

S/he  Model  Bill,  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by 


the  proper  officer  shall  be  so  printed,  and  bills  which  are  not  in 
accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to  be  recast 
before  being  revised  and  printed  ; 

(b.)  Any  sections  of  existing  Acts  which  are  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper 
places  and  between  brackets. 

(c.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed  to  insert  in 
any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in  the  Notice  of  Application  for  the 
same. 

51  b.  No  Bill  for  the  incorporation  of  a  Railway  Company,  or  for 
changing  the  route  of  the  railway  of  any  company  already  incorporated 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Railway  Committee  until  there  has  been  filed 
with  the  Committee,  at  least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the 
Bill 

(a.)  A  Map  or  Plan  drawn  upon  a  scale  of  not  less  than  half  an  inch  tc 
the  mile,  showing  the  location  upon  which  it  is  intended  to  construct  the 
proposed  work,  and  showing  also  the  lines  cf  'existing  or  authorisec 
works  of  a  similar  character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  district 
or  any  part  thereof,  which  the  proposed  work  is  intended  to  serve,  anc 
such  map  or  plan  shall  be  signed  by  the  Engineer  or  other  person  making 
the  same : 

(b.)  An  exhibit  showing  the  total  amonnt  of  capital  proposed  to  b( 
raised  for  the  purposes  of  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  i 
is  proposed  to  raise  the  same,  whether  by  ordinary  shares,  bonds 
debentures,  or  other  securities,  and  the  amount  of  each,  respectively.

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  tl 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  tl 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinct 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  ar 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  i 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  there! 
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for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  in  addition  to  the  fee 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said 
'company  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance, 
j  N.B. — The  attention  of  the  general  public  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  House  has  ordered  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  rules  must  be 
strictly  complied  with.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
iapplicants  to  be  published  in  the  North  -West  Territories  Gazette  and

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 


A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
De  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
peport  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

j  A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
;  ipecifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders, 
j  No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
jafter  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
i.be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
|  report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
deceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
31erk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
pecifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
n  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
oewspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 

ttor  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
msideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
sail  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  th§ 
ssembly.

STATUTE  RESPECTING  THE  BEIT  PROFESSORSHIP  OF 
COLONIAL  HISTORY. 

PROMULGATED  ON  FEBRUARY  28,  1905.  , 

“  Whereas  Mr.  Alfred  Beit,  of  26  Park  Lane,  London,  has  offered  to 
contribute  to  the  University  the  annual  sum  of  £1,310  for  seven  years, 
and  if  after  the  expiration  of  six  years  the  Hebdomadal  Council  shall, 
after  consultation  with  the  Electoral  Board  appointed  for  the  election  of 
the  Professor,  decide  by  a  majority  that  the  permanent  continuance  of 
the  Professorship  will  be  of  advantage  to  the  University,  then  at  or 
before  the  expiration  of  the  seven  years  to  provide  an  endowment  in 
Consols  which  will  produce  £1,310  yearly,  for  the  purpose  ( inter  alia) 
of  maintaining  a  resident  Professor  of  Colonial  History  under  certain 
conditions,  and  whereas  the  said  offer  has  been  accepted  and  is  subject 
to  the  conditions  stated  in  the  Decree  of  Convocation  passed  on  the 
twenty -first  day  of  February,  1905,  the  University  enacts  as  follows  : 

In  Statt.  Tit.  IY  Section  11,  H,  after  §  3  (p.  108,  ed.  1904),  the  follow¬ 
ing  new  subsection  shall  be  inserted : 

“  H.  §  4.  Beit  Professor  of  Colonial  History  . 

1.  The  annual  sum  of  £900,  part  of  the  annual  sum  of  £1,310,  and  the 
like  annual  sum  of  £900,  part  of  the  yearly  income  of  the  permanent 
endowment  when  provided,  the  offer  of  which  annual  sum  of  £1,310  and 
permanent  endowment  was  accepted  by  the  University  on  the  twenty- 
first  day  of  February,  1905,  shall  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  a 
Professorship,  to  be  called  the  ‘  Beit  Professorship  of  Colonial  History,’ 
in  the  first  instance  for  seven  years  and  after  the  provision  of  the  per¬ 
manent  endowment  permanently. 

2.  The  Professor  shall  lecture  and  give  instruction  on  the  history  of 
the  British  Dominions  and  Possessions  over  the  Seas,  exclusive  of  India 
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and  its  dependencies,  but  including  the  history  of  the  American  Colonies 
before  their  separation  from  the  mother  country. 

3.  The  Professor  shall  be  elected  by  an  Electoral  Board  consisting  of— 

The  Vice-Chancellor ; 

The  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History  ; 

The  Chichele  Professor  of  Modern  History ; 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  or  a  person  nominated  by 
him ; 

A  person  nominated  by  the  Hebdomadal  Council  ; 

Two  persons  nominated  by  the  Board  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  (Modern 
History). 

The  persons  nominated  as  members  of  the  Electoral  Board  shall  in 
each  case  be  nominated  to  serve  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

4.  The  Professor  shall  be  elected  in  the  first  instance  for  a  period  of 
seven  years  and  shall  be  entitled  during  that  period  to  the  annual  income 
of  £900,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  above  mentioned  annual  sum  of  £1,310. 
After  the  expiration  of  that  period  the  Professor  shall  be  entitled  while 
holding  the  Professorship  to  the  like  annual  income,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  yearly  income  of  the  permanent  endowment. 

He  shall  be  subject  in  respect  of  residence  and  duties  to  the  General 
Regulations  laid  down  in  Statt.  Tit.  IV  Sect.  1  §  3  (p.  55,  ed.  1904),  and 
also  to  the  Particular  Regulations  applicable  to  the  Professors  enumerated 
in  Schedule  A  (ibid.,  p.  60).  He  shall,  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  lec¬ 
tures,  deliver  at  least  once  annually,  after  previous  public  notice,  a  public 
;  lecture  open  to  all  members  of  the  University  without  payment  of  any 
|  fee.”

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of'  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to.  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require,  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  nq 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly.

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 
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No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  an}^  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  no'tice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  .behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE!  RELATING  TO  PRIVATE  BILLS. 

All  private  Bills  are  introduced  on  petition  and  presented  to  the 
Assembly  upon  a  motion  for  leave,  after  such  petition  has  been  favour¬ 
ably  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

No  petition  for  any  private  Bill  shall  be  received  by  the  Assembly 
after  the  first  fourteen  days  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any  private  Bill 
be  presented  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session  ;  nor  may  any 
report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a  private  Bill  be 
received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session. 

A  copy  of  every  such  private  Bill  is  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly. 

All  applications  for  private  Bills  require  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly 
specifying  the  nature  and  object  bf  the  application  signed  on  behalf  of 
applicants  to  be  published  in  the  North-West  Territories  Gazette  and 
in  one  newspaper  in  the  Electoral  District  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  in  a  newspaper  published  nearest  thereto, 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  presentation  to  and 
consideration  of  the  petition  in  the  Assembly,  and  copies  of  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly. 

Every  applicant  for  a  private  Bill  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Assembly  One  hundred  dollars  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  ;  and 
if  such  private  Bill  provides  for  the  incorporation  of  a  company  the 
applicant  shall,  before  the  first  reading  of  the  Bill  fti  addition  to  the  fee 
payable  as  above,  pay  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  such 
sum  as  would  be  required  to  be  paid  for  incorporation  of  the  said 
company  under  the  provisions  of  The  Companies  Ordinance. 

x>.B. — The  attention  of  the  general  public  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  House  has  ordered  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  rules  must  be 
strictly  complied  with.
